and lastly, of the improved political 
condition of the state and country. 
Kentucky stands, he said, “in proud 
preeminence the key-stone of the 
democratic arch! She could give no 
surer token of her future than in placing 
the escutcheon of her honor in the hands 


ef the able statesman, the tried and true 


democrat, who to-day assumes the guber- 
natorial chair.” And then he introduced 
the new governor to the vast audience. 
Governor McCreary’s inaugural ad- 
dres3 was brief, caraest, patriotic, and, 
at times, cloguent.

Our dispatches show that the demo- 
crats of California have swept the state. 
The whole state ticket is elected by a 
large plurality, and we certainly have 
three members out of the four, and per- 
haps have secured the whole delegation. 
In the last congress there was only one 
democratic representative from _ the 
Golden State. This election com- 
pletes the next house of  repre- 
sentatives except six members 
from Mississippi who will be chosen in 
November. Gains will surely be made 
in that state, and the grand result 
promises to neatly reverse the over- 
whelmiog majority that radicalism con- 
trolled in the last house. Such a charge, 
such a complete revolution, is unprece- 
dented in our politics.

GRANGE LIBRARIES. 


Now that the grange is a fixed fact and 
ro is the word, every grange should 
ave its circulating liorary. 

Let each ge make the start, if only 
on a dozen books. 

A library may be collected or procur d 
by one or several methods. 

The grange might set apart a certain 
monthly fund to be expended in books, 
or it might raise a special fund for that 
purpose. Fairs, tableaux, exhibitions, 
balls, or pay picnics might be resorted to 
for the purpose of raising a library fund. 
One of the best ways to begin is to get 
contributions of books from members. 
The very best library for southern grang 
¢rs isto be found in the much neglected 
‘patent office reports. With anything 
like a complete set of the agricultural 
portion of these valuable reports, south - 
ern correspondence and essays will be 
found which give the practical experi- 
ence of men inevery part of the south, 
and in all kinds of crops and farm pro- 
ducts. 

The northern farm books while excel- 
lent for that region, must be followed 
with caution and much modification for 
this climate, but the patent office and agri- 
cultural bureau reports, contain informa- 
tion exactly suited to us. 
The old patent office reports are far 
superior in this respect to the long es- 
says and stilted artic!es in the present 
bureau reports. 

Now if each member of a grange 
would search over his old books, and 
those of his unarrainged neighbors, he 
will be sure to find one or more patent 
office reports which should be donated 
to the grange library. The mechanical 
reports are also good, a3 they show ata 
glance all the agricuitural implements 
which have kcer patented, and this in- 
fermation is often of great service to 
farmers. 

By any and all means honorable a ji- 
brary should be secured and placed in 
the hands of the secretary or steward, 
and the books should be loaned out to 
the members for stated periods. 

The library is an important station in 
the progress of grange improvement and 
education. It will provoke discussions 
and provide authorities to decide. It 
will stimulate farmers to put down their 
own ideas in writing, or at least furnish 
their verbal experiences, which members 
accustomed to write can take down and 
print for genera! information. 

We advise patrons to stir the matter 

t once, as netbing will more rapidly 
tend to advance tle cause of the bus- 
bahdman and aid in his enlighte= ment.

There is room inthis matter for an im- 
mense amount of injwsticeto be done 
Robert Lincoln, and we hope the public 
willdecline accepting the opportunity. 
Mrs. Lincoln wes sentto Batavia by a 
group of the best friends . she bas in the 
world, anda group of men who would 
not permit any wiong to be done the wi- 
dow of the great president. Leonard 
Swett and L. N . Arnold are rot the gen- 
tlemen to be participators in a plot that 
would wrongly deprive a valued friend 
of hberty. 

The case seems toour view about as 
follows: Mrs. Lincoln’s mind is liable to 
spells of sinking and rising. For weeks 
it seems different from ordinary in being 
better than the average brain. She is 
much of her time witty, sharp and play- 
ful, and has no more business behind 
bars than we all have who are allowed 
the freedom of the city. But itis also 
true that times do come when some strong 
arm should be near her by day and night 
to stand guard until the intellectual tide 
should rise again. There may be a few 
days or weeks in a year when her present 
home in Batavia would be the best possi- 
ble place for her, but the oo to liberty 
and to be treated as a sane human being 
are .O immenec ard so tender, that re- 
lease should come the moment the mind 
straightens up again. Mrs. Lincoln's con- 
dition last spring was wholly new, and 
we think only temporary. The weakness 
of the mind revealing itself at times up to 
that date had such a shape that one could 
not well call it madness. Ifshe kept her 
window open that angels might come in, 
and that heavens might send he at. times 
a whiff of its rare perfumes, this only in- 
dicates some harmless hallucination, 
and would suggest the idea of taking the 
iron bars also off her windows, so that 
the angels can come inif they so desire. 
No doubt upon the return of her son he 
will have the devoted mother removed to 
the house of some fricnd. Heloves her 
more than the public does, and will do 
what is right as rapidly as the right shall 
make itself manifest.

Verdict of net Guity in the Cordy 


Harris Case. 
—— of 
Other Cases Continued.

The trial of Cordy Harris, the alleged 
leader of the Washington county insur- 
rectionis's has resulted in a verdict of not 
guilty. ‘The jury retired Thursday even- 
ing at six o'clock, and made up their 
verdict at half past eight that night. 
The result of the trial was not altogether 
unexpccted. Onthe contrary most cf 
those who heard the evid-nce throughout 
were of the opinion that_it would 1esult 
in nothing but anacquittal. A represen- 
tative of the CONSTITUTION conversed 
yesterday with a gentleman whv left 
Sandersville Thursday afternoon, and 
obtained some points relative to thistria] 
and its results which may not be without 
interest to our readers. 


THE CROWD IN ATTENDANCE, 


The crowd who have been present at 
Sandersville during the trial has been 
very large. There are not only a large 
number of whites {from the country, but 
an immense concourse of negfoes. The 
number could not have fallen much short 
of three thousand. Notwithstarding'the 
numbers, there was no cxcitement or, un- 
seemly behavior, but the trial passed off 
very quietly. 

THE ACTION OF THE GRAND JURY. 


The grand jury returned only seven- 
teen biils out of the large number of 
cases presented tothem. The prisoners, 
excepting these four ringleaders and a 
few who were held to apswer wdict- 
ments in other counties, were discharged. 
These prisoners have been under guard 
of the two military companies of WasL- 
ington county, and for’the past two 
weeks the town of Sandersville has pre- 
sented quite a martial appearance. The 
companies had their guards around the 
risoners, who were relieved at stated 
wale, bad roll-call every morning and 
evening, and dress parades daily. It is 
expected that, as they were ordered out 
by the governor, they will present a biil 
against the state for their services, but 
whether they can be paid anything with- 
out a special appropriation by the legis- 
lature is adisputed question. The men 
are glad to be relieved, and enabled to go 
home to their families. 

CORDY HARRIS’ TRIAL. 


The evidence upon which Harris, and 
Others were arrested consisted in the 
confessions of other negroes, and state- 
ments made bythemto the authorities. 
When these negroes were introduced 
upon the witnessstand they flatly con- 
tradicted their previous statements, and 
although closely interrogated by the 
state, they could not be made to testify 
to anything which would criminate the 
the prisoner. Several of them swore to 
the existence of a conspiracy, having 
for its object the burning of the court 
house at Sandersville, and other deviltry, 
but when asked if Harris knew of or was 
concerned in it, they ‘invariably swore 
him clear and fastened the guilt upon 
Rivers. Under this sort of evidence a 
conviction was impossible. Attorney- 
General Hammond made a very favora- 
ble impression upon the people, and his 
unusually able arguments were listened 
to with deep attention. 
The remarks of Mr. Akerman were 
generally very conservative, and he gave 
the negroes much good advice. Among 
other things he told them that their dril 
lings in the woods at late hours of the 
night, and putting on various disguises, 
while not criminal in the eyes of the law, 
were exceedingly improper and foolish. 
and to these things they owed their pres- 
ent trouble. He also advocated friend- 
ship with the white race. After the ver- 
dict of not guilty .was received, Harris 
was sent back to jail, but was excepted to 
be discharged on Friday. The other case- 
were continued until the next 
regular term, which commences in about 
a week or ten days. By that time it 1s 
ible other evidence will be obtained.

SALIENT POINTS

of the(ir) Fountain Room no sectariao 
creed nor political dogma shall be allow- 
ed to intrude.” 
In the constitution of subordinate 
Fountains, wé find the following sections 
in Article IV : 
‘Sec. 3. Any member found guilty of 
gambling, and the non payment of lawful 
debts, when in his or her power to pay, 
shall be expelled. ge 
‘Sec. 4 Any member, male or female, 
who may be found constantly in compa- 
ny with persons of suspicious character 
shall be orought to‘ trial and punished 
as in case of gambling.” 
Ample provisions are also made for the 
care of the sick and burial of the dead, 
and the general objects of the order are 
‘the suppress‘on of intemperance and the 
welfare of its members.” 


THEIR TEMPERANCE. 


Upon the point of temperance among 
the colored people, Mr. Thrower, in his 
—e tothe convention last October, 
said: 

**When Pioneer Fountain, No.1, was 
instituted in this city, almost every one 
predicted its failure; it was urged that 
your people would not keep your pledge:
